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Courses in Latin for Grades X and XI 


A text-book in Latin Grammar covering the new prescription of work for 
Grades X and XI will not be ready for the school year of 1938-39. The use 
of the present Latin Book will therefore be continued in classes entering 
Grade X in the coming September. 


To meet the requirements of the new Courses in this subject it will be 
necessary to cover in two years the basic rules and the Reading Lessons 
contained in the first 288 pages of this book. As an aid to the teacher in covering 
this amount of work in the limited time available the following suggestions 
are offered: 


1. In his anxiety to cover the work rapidly the teacher should not begin 
at once with declensions and conjugations. The first two or three lessons 
should be devoted to a survey of the accomplishments of the ancient Romans, 
a comparison of the Roman and British Empires, the influence of Rome upon 
the modern world, the broad differences between the Roman and the [nglish 
languages, and other similar topics. 


2. Since greater stress will in future be laid on the intelligent reading 
and comprehension of Latin lterature, emphasis should be placed on this 
phase of the work from the very beginning of the course. It is neither necessary 
nor wise to have every Latin extract formally translated into English, since 
the teacher can ascertain by judicious questioning whether or not the pupil 
has understood the. story clearly. 


Suitable material for reading may be found in the Latin Reader or may 
be arranged by the teacher himself from Livy I and later from Livy II. 
Publishers will willingly suggest suitable books for the guidance of teachers 
who write for such help. 


The supplementary exercises (pp. 288 ef seq.) will be found useful for drill 
in sentence writing; but it is not necessary to do all the sentences in an exercise, 
especially if more than one have been assigned for a lesson. 


To cover the work successfully a total of 240 minutes a weck should be 
assigned to the subject.
